Know what the Scriptures Teach. 
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This question has been ask- 
ed repeatedly, Do preachers 
have to pay tithes? 

Not long since, | received a 
letter from a subscriber who 
asked me to write an explan- 
ation on this special line and

There is a little example of 
this liberty and freedom given 
in the twenty-first chapter of 
Exodus. 

The picture shows a man 
who had been enthralled by 
a force of circumstances until 
he was not able to pay his 
debts or obligations. An eld- 
er brother or a friend had 
paid his debts and thereby 
purchased his service for six 
years. At the end of. six 
years he should have the 
privilege of going free for 
nothing with his debts all 
paid. ““If he came in (to slav- 
ery) by himself, he should go 
out by himself: if he were 
married, then his wife shall go 
out with him. If his master 
have given hima wife, and 
she have born him sons or 
daughters, the wife and her 
children shall be her master’s 
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and he shall go out by him- 
self. And if the servant shall 
plainly say, | love my master, 
my wife, and my children; | 
will not go out free: Then his 
master shall bring him unto 
the judges:
